A TRADE DOLLAR 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said today that he hoped 

“some kind of a world trade dol-. 
lar” could be established as:an in- 
ternational. standard of money 
values, 

The Secretary expressed this 
hope at a press conference when 
asked about a United States pro- 
posal at the Rio de Janeiro con- 
ference of American republics 
looking toward a means of achiev- 


ing monetary stabilization among | 


anti-Axis nations. 

Morgenthau explained that the. 
methods of stabilization had not 
been worked out and would be 
“very difficult, but worth trying.” 

It might be accomplished, he 
said, “by creation of a new inter- 
national currency—something like 

trade dollar to be used only in 
iiterantionds trade—or it might be 
an —— currency, our own dol- 
lar.” 


Discounts Pegging. 

Asked whether it might not be 
simpler to peg Latin, currencies to 
the United States dollar rather 
than to create a mew currency, 
Morgenthau said “It would be sim- 
pler, but it might not be accept- 
able.” 

He went on to say that the ob- 
ject of the stabilization plan was 
more for promotion of trade after 
the war than during the conflict. 
He hoped that the plan could be 
initiated by the American republics 
and extended “to the rest of the 
world.” 

“It. would be very. helpful,” he 
commented, “if an exporter selling 
goods to a foreign country could 
be sure that he would be paid in 
money of a fixed value.” 

“In the last two decades, nearly 
all the currencies in the world 
have fluctuated, and in Latin 
America the changes in the inter. 
national value of native currencies 
have been a particular trade dif- 
*ficulty. 

Morgenthau said the resolution 
presented at Rio called for eventu- 
al creation of an international sta- 
bilization fund to back whatever 
currency arrangement was made. 
He said he thought the currency 
would be backed both by gold and 
silver, noting that most of the 
Latin republics mine silver.

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NO CHURCHILL BROADCAST. 

When the President of the United States delivers 
a message in person to Congress, it is broadcast by 
all the radio. networks, as a matter of course. 
Critics may rise in Congress later to assail some 
of the executive's: statements, but nobody thinks of 
objecting to the broadcast. 

It is different in England, however. Prime Min- 
ister Churchill suggested that his forthcoming ad- 
dress to the House of Commons on war policies be 
broadcast.
